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WAY-TV Will 
-over 50 Mile 
Radius at First 

Bigger Transmitter 
And Tower Will Be 
Erected This Summer 


I When WBAY-TV goes on the 
Ur formally for the first time 
Tuesday evening, residents with¬ 
in a 50-mlle radius of Green Bay 
In all directions will be able to 
receive a clear picture of program* 
emanating from studios on the top 
floor of the Columbus club in 
iowntown Green Bay. 

The programs will be beamed 
from the WBAY-TV antenna 460 
reet above Scray's hill southeast 
pf De Pere, where the transmitter 
Is located. Actually, the picture 
signal sent out from the TV tower 
kill be tire second relay of the 
lignal through the air from the 
Studios. The first will be from 
the studio to the tower via a 
micro-wave link on a 50-foot 
lower atop the Columbus club. 
The voice part of the TV programs 
will be carried from the studios 
to the transmitter via regular 
telephone cables. 

The effective range of the TV 
Station at the start will cover an 
area ranging to Oshkosh on the 
south, Manitowoc and Two Rivers 
on the east, New London and 
Waupaca on the west, and Mari- 
nette-Menomlnec on the north., 
Heavy fringe coverage will ex¬ 
tend several miles beyond the ef¬ 
fective range. 

The effective range will t>o sub¬ 
stantially increased when the new 
tower and antenna, extending 8fln 
feet above Scray's hill, is erected 
Station officials hope that this will 
be some time late this year The 
present tower Is the former 
WBAY-FM tower with a 110-foot 
TV antennaa added. 

A temporary transmitter is also 
being used at present. This will 
be replueed with a regular trans¬ 
mitter late this summer. This will 
boost the effective radiated power 
of the station to 100.000 waits 
compared with 6.000 watts at the 
Start. 


W BAY-TV has contracts with 
all four major TV networks for 
programs. These include Ameri¬ 
can Broadcasting company. Co¬ 
lumbia Broadcasting system. Na¬ 
tional Broadcasting company, and 
Dumont. Since the micro-wave 
relay needed to bring these pro¬ 
grams to Green Bay has not been 
completed, the programs will be 
cither on film or kinescope. Live 
TV programs will not.be avail¬ 
able. except locally, until the 
micro-wave towers between here 
and Chicago are erected sometime 
in 1994. 

Local programming is sched¬ 
uled to start in the very near fu¬ 
ture. These will include a new», 
sport, children’s and weather pro¬ 
grams done by membn s of the 
present WBAY rgdio staff. Live 
sports programs from the audi¬ 
torium of the Columbus club are 
to be televised next winter, ac¬ 
cording to present plans. 

The main studio in the Colum¬ 
bus elub is 31) by 40 feel Several 
feet above the level of the studio 
floor is the master control room. 
Opposite the control room, on still 

higher level, are six offices 
which will be used bv the TV 
executive and production staffs. 
A property room is located on an¬ 
other floor

(the second in Wisconsin) began j 
broadcasting on VHF channel 2 I 
with 6.000 watts of effective radi- . 
ated power. 

Next autumn WBAY-TV will ' 
step up power to 100,000 watts, the 
maximum allowed on channel 2 byi 
the Federal Communications com- < 
mission. This change will increase ] 
WBAY-TV’s radius of assured 
good reception from 50 miles to | 
70 or 60 miles, according to man- | 
ager Burkett Farquhar.
